Awful Shipwreck at Australia, 
A fine teamer, the Admella, of about six 
tons, and three hundred horse- power, 
running between Adelaide and Melbourne, was 
wrecked on the 6th August (Saturday), by 
striking on a reef thirty miles to the west of 
the imacinary line separating Victoria from 
South Australia coast. The sacrifice of life, 
although large, upwards of fift 1 hay. 
ing been lost, is not the most rible part of 
the catastrophe. The sufferings of the unfor- 
tunate survivors ex anything described 
in the history of suffering and disasters at sea. 
For seven days they were on the wreck, during 
five of which they were without food of any de- 
scription. The ship struck at half-past four in 
the morning, the weather being thick, with 
much ligbtning, whilst steering, as was thought 
the usual course. In than ten minutes af- 
ter the appalling shock the ship parted into 
three pieces. About 40 people — cling- 
ing to the bow portion for two days, when they 
were — * all * off and lost, with the ex- 


one filter full of water, a small * of almonds, 
about twenty gre of cheese, half a ham, ten 
pounds of beef, eight bottles of porter, and one 
bottle of whisky, ut a portion of was 
afterwards washed away. The serf dashed over 
them night and day, yet all appeared composed 
and collected.

Mrs. Stowe and pr. Hophin’s 


Rev. Sawve. Horxis, D. D.—Mrs. Stowe's 
new story, called The Minister's Wooing,” bas 
introduced this eminent divine to the acquain- 
tance of thousands of individuals, who never 
before heard of his existence. To such persons 
some account of his life, 1 from authentic 
sources, may be interesting. He was born in 
Waterbury, Conn., September 1721. Grad- 
uated at Lale College in 1741. In December of 
that year he went to Northam»ton, to study di- 
vinity with the celebrated Jonathan Edwards. 

cember 28, 1743, he was ordained in Great 
Barrington, (then called Houssatonnock,) and 
remained there till January 15, 1769, when, on 
account of the dimunition of the society and the 
want of support, he was dismissed by an eccle- 
siastical council. April, 11, 1770, he was set- 
tled in ministry in Newport, R. I. In Decem- 
ber, 1776, when the British * possession of 
New rt, he left town, and retired to his family 
which he had before sent to Great Barrington. 
Duriog the summer of 1777 be preached in 
Newburyport. He afterwards preached ip Can- 
terbuiry and Stamford. Ia the spring of 1780 
he returned to Newport, the British having ev- 
acuated the townin the preceding fall He 
found his society so much dimimished aad im 
poverished that he had no prospect of a main- 
tenance but supported by a weekly contribution 
and the donations of his friends, be continued 
to preach to them til) his death, which occurred 
on the 20th of ber, 1803. atthe age of 82 


years, 

Dr. Hopkins was twice married. Not long 
after his settlement at Gieat Barri he was 
betrothed to a young woman of the town. Bus 
the unexpected return of a former lover of the 
fair lady eaused her to ask the doctor to release 
ber from her engagement to him, which be con- 
sented to do with regret. Not daunted, howev- 
er, by this ill success, he sought and won the 
heart and hand of Miss Joanne Iugersoll, to 
whom be was married in the year 1758. She 
died August 31, 1793. On the 15th of Sept. * 
1794, Dr. Hopkins married Elizabeth West of 
Newport, ove of his parishoners, who survived 
him. From these facts it will be seen how 
much Mrs. Stowe has drawn on ber imagination 
in writing ber story, and how utterly she bas 
disregarded dates, The fime of ber novel is as 
late as the summer of 1794. This is rendered 
certain by the introduction of Aaron Burr, who 
is called on his first a rance a member of 
the Caited States Senate, and it is afterwards 
stated that bis wile is dead. 

Burr’s term of service in the Senate com- 
menced in 1791, and terminated ia 1797. Mre. 
Burr died in the spring of 1794. So that, at the 
beginning of the story, Dr. Hopkias was at lest 
seveoty-turee years old, and bad probably mar 
ried his second wife. Indeed, duiiog his whole 
residence in Newport he was u married man, 
with the exception of the year after the death 
of bs wife. All this muy be of po i ance, 
but, as many persons will obtain all their know!- 
edgs of Dr. Hopkins from this book, it is weil 
that it should be known that it is almost wholly 
unreliable as to the events of his life. Whether 
it gives any more correct viewjof pis religious 
opinions must be decided by some one more 
competent to judge. It may be interesti — 
some to compare Mrs. Stow’s views in regu
